The revenue can be collected by war alone. 
The question then arises—can it and 
onglit it to be collected by war! 

We are assured by the Republican 
press, Major Anderson and otber militery 
authorities, that Fort Sumter alone could 
not be relieved with less than 30,000 
troops. 

Senator Douglas declares that it will 
take at least 250,000 troops to collect the 
revenue by force. These accounts may 
seem extravagant, but they are not even 
up tothe mark. We do not hesitate to 
say that 250,000 men cannot, for six con- 
secutive months, collect our revenue in 
Southern ports; and that 60,000 men 
could not relieve Major Anderson. The 
Gulf States alone will pat into the 
field au army of 100,000 meu; and upon 
any special emergency, the number would 
be swelled to 200,000. Nor are we to 
count upon the inactivity of the other 
Southern States. 

It would be safe to say that the private 
volunteers from the Southern States now 
faithful to the government, would not fall 
short of 100,000 men. 

Those States are filled, nearly one-half 
with secessionists as firey as those of Geor-

During the recess of the Virginia Con- 
vention, on the 9th, the private advices 
that a steamer had been seen off the 
month of Charleston barbor, and that 
Sumter would be reinforced at all hazards, 
produced a decided sensation. On re- 
assembling the eleventh resolation was 
adopted. The convention adjourned with- 
out action. 


PENNSYLVANIA.

In 
the house is also shown » small table, the 
uscription on which says: — The tradi- 
tion is continnous and has never been in- 
terraptcd, that at this table Jesus eat with 
his diseiples, both before and after the 
cruciixion.”—-Here the lecturer gave a 
description—illustrating it with action— 
of the method of eating practised by the 
people there till this day, by sitting 
around a single dish, and dipping their 
hands into it, to convey the food to their 
mouths. Another illustration of the words 
of the Saviour:—“He that dippeth his 
hand with me into the dish, the same shall 
betray me.” And he who came ® earth, 
and died to save our fallen race, eat in 
his primitive manner. But it was suff- 
cient for me to know that this was the 
scene of the Saviour’s boyhood. Over 
these hills the young feet have wandered; 
and up and down these streets be has oft- 
en passed. Aud how ofteu as he wan- 
dered among these bills has he been watcb- 
ed by the hosts of heaven. From the top 
of the hill, at the back of Nazareth, the 
view is delightful. Over at a little dis- 
tance stands the village of Cana, of Ga- 
lilec, the scene of the Saviour’s first mira- 
cle. But no more marriages can take 
place here. The village of Cana of Gali- 
‘lee contains but a few deserted houses. 
Sull Babylon, Nineveh, all the great cities 
of antiquity may cease to be remembered, 
Unt the village of Cana of Galilee can 
never be forgotten. As we descended 
the hill we came toatree which bore, as 
fruit, the “husks” which the prodigal son 
dul eat. Naturalists have no doubt of 
this fact; for in the island of Cyprus they 
feed swine on these husks till this day. 
And when they are ripe they are not ot 
all disagreeable to the taste. Further 
down we saw “two women” grinding at 
a mill,“ for the women there still do this 
work, the men consider it beneath them. 
liow different from our own ideas! Still 
I would recommend to those ladics who 
complain of that common disease row-a- 
days, nervous complaint, just to take an 
early moruing tour among these hills ef 
Syria, and inhale the invigorating breeze 
of this hallowed ground. ‘The women are 
turuing the mill with their hands, exactly 
as they did when thé Saviour expressed 
the words—“two women shall be grind- 
ing at a mill, the One shall be taken 
and the other left.“ But before we leave 
Nazareth we mast stop at the old fountain 
to drink. It is the ouly ove in the place. 
At this fountain Mary often ‘filled her 
pitcher, aud Jesus, as he passed, stopped to 
cool his lips. There was a little cup here, 
tied with a rude chain, for the passing 
traveler to driuk. I dipped in the little tin 
cup and drauk; and I cannot convey to 
you the impressions which at that moment 
filled my breast. Jesus, the son of God, 
had often drank here! When the Arabs 
there mean to convey the idea that vou 
are not of the faithfal—not a Mahomme— 
dan—they will call you a dog of an irfi- 
del; but when they want to intimate that 
you are a Christian, they will call you a 
Nazarene, and we are proud of the name. 
[ have gazed upon the vast city of Lon- 
don been at St. Paul's; but the view of 
the grandest cities I ever beheld could 
not awaken in me the same emotion 1 be- 
held while gazing upon the little town of 
Nazareth. The plain below, where, ac- 
cording to propheer, the great last battle is 
to be fought, is about eighteen miles in 
length by about twelve in breadth; and if 
well cultivated would present substance 
sufficient for the whole present population 
ol Syria. The land is cursed by its gov- 
ernment, bat the land is as rich as ever. 
The reason why that land is cursed is be- 
cause of its inhabitants. The last spark 
| of industry is crushed out by the rapacity 
of the Turkish Government. I could 
kneel at this moment and pray for the 
Sultan and all his ministers, but I cannot 
help feeling warm when I think of that 
glorious land rained by their cursed gor-
